Paris—W*—Theodore Steeg, the 


new French premier, today ran into 
his first misadventure as the head 
of the government -which he formed 
with such great difficulty. 


It did not seem of paramount im- 


portance in itself, but 
it was re- 


garded as a forerunner of the diffi- 
culties he is expected TO encounter. 


It took the form of the -withdraw- 


al of two undersecretaries just as he 
reached the Elysee palace to present 
the new cabinet 
to the president. 


One of them, changed his mind un- 
der pressure from cabinet members 
and decided to stick by the premier.

The' possibility still existed that 


(^President Hoover might strike'agaln 


at his congressional opponents some- 
what as he did last Tuesday when 
he told the country what he thought 
of moves which interfere with his 
program.

Changes Bring Obstacles 


Besides increasing -the bill's total 


to $118,000,000, -"the senate knocked 
out the clause granting power to the 
president to shift funds from one 
project to another. This change is 
viewed by the administration as like- 
ly "to cut down actual relief and the 
house has disagreed with all the 
senate's amendments. 


The drought bill, amended in com- 
mit'ee to appropriate only $30,000,- 
000 for loans, none of its applicable 
to food purchases, is to come up in 
the house Monday or Tuesday un- 
der the most stringent procedure the 
leaders can. obtain. They are seek- 
ing to keep the senate's $60,000,000 
figure from getting tangled in the 
proceedings. 


Although behind the senate In ac- 


tion on relief legislation the house 
is ,now two up in the supply bill 
score. To the billion, dollar treas- 
ury-postoffice appropriation sent the 
senate last week, the represen- 
tatives late yesterday added the 
much smaller interior department 
measure. It carries among other 
items, $15,000,000 for some of the 
construction -work on the giant Colo- 
rado river power project.

solely upon the support of Radical 
Socialists and left center groups and 
resembles in composition the short- 
lived Chautemps government of 11 
months ago. M. Steeg, who is for- 
mer resident general of Morocco, 
commented that it was not the ideal 
combination he wished but he had 
at least obtained adhesion of men of 
good will, skin and talent.

Grandmother 
of 
Major's 


Wife Says Latter Drank 
Heavily Before Marriage 


Kansas City, Has. — (£>}— The 86- 


year-old grandmother of Mrs. Zenana 
Shepard, alleged by the government 
to have been fatally poisoned by her 
husband, Major Charles A. Shepard, 
testified today in defense of the 
army medical officer at his murder 
trial. 


The aged witness, Mrs. Zenana 


Curtis of Los Angeles, was tlie first 
to testify for the defense after the 
court had overruled a motion for a 
directed verdict of acquittal. 


Mrs. Curtis testified that Mrs. 


Shepard drank heavily when she 
lived with her before the grand- 
daughter's marriage to the Major. 
This was prior to and after Mrs. 
Shepard's divorce from her 
first 


husband. 
She said Mrs. 
Shepard 


liked "hard liqor." 


The witness said that Mrs. Shep- 


ard wrote her some months before 
her death at Fort Riiey, Kas., in 
June, 1929, that she "did not want 
to live." 


"Did she every say anything to 


you about getting a divorce?" she 
was asked. 


"She was afraid Major Shepard 


would get a divorce and said, 'what 
shall I 'do if he does?' " Mrs. Curtis 
replied. 


At the time Major Shepard was in 


San Antonio," Texas taking a flight 
surgeon's course late in 1928 when 
he first met Miss Grace Brandon, 
the blonde stenographer for the love 
of whom the government charges 
Shepard poisoned his wife, Mrs. 
Curtis said Mrs. Shepard wrote her 
from Fort Hiley,' Kas.

Mrs. J. J. Fraser of Denver, who 
testified she was a neighbor of the 
Shepards when the major was sta- 
tioned at Omaha and that his wife 
was "a woman of moods," court was 
adjourned until Monday.

What industries are do- 
ing well while the majority are suf- 
fering? To what extent is good man- 
agement responsible and to what ex- 
tent is it a matter of specially favor- 
able circumstances surrounding par- 
ticular industries and 
companies? 


These questions cannot be answered 
categorically. Many complex factors 
have influenced the results. A broad 
survey of earnings in the different 
industries does, however, bring out 
two important principles: (1) That 
brilliantly capable management has 
in many cases successfully overcome 
seemingly impossible conditions, and 
(2) that certain industries becaus 
of their inherent nature have shown 
far greater stability under 'depres 
sion than have others.

• It is very apparent that some in 
dustries have been favored abov 
others in the depression. Food pro 
duets is a shining example. Ten ou 
of twenty-one leading food and dairj 
products companies s"how earning 
gains over last year averaging from 
one per cent to fifty per cent. Ther 
are several reasons for the succes 
of the food companies. First, peopl 
must always have food regardless o 
whether there is prosperity or de 
pression. Second, great improvement 
have been made in food manufaetur 
.packaging and distribution method 
in the past two years. Also raw ma 
terials have been lower owing to de 
cline in farm prices and this ha 
particularly helped the 'baking an 
cereal" products industry. Great ex 
pansion in the ice-cream and bever 
age end of the business has occur 
red. Consolidations and economies in 
the dairy products industry are con 
tributing to success in this group 
The new quick-freezing process fo 
foods is a 'very promising develop 
ment. 


Electric light, power and gas com 


panies are also outstanding for their 
achievements this.year. Most of th 
large utility companies show gains 
in net income over 1929. The average 
increase has been about 8 per cent 
and individual 'gains have 
rangec 


from two per cent to sixty-five per 
cent. It is significant that gains in 
profits have been made often times 
in spite ^>f moderate 
declines Jn 


gross revenues, showing- the effects 
of operating economies, lower cos' 
of raw materials, and managemeni 
ifficiency. These utility 
companies 


moreover, have a wide diversification 
of interests, which has helped to sta- 
bilize their earning power. Declines 
in industrial consumption of electric- 
ity and gas, which have resulted 


m reduced 
factory 
operations, 


save been partially offset by contin- 
ued growth in domestic demand and 
the development of new uses. 


Other industries which have stood 


up well in the depression are amuse- 
ments, chain stores, and certain oth-

ty, 'and gas (8oth manufactured and 
natural gas), electrical equipment, 
and certain staple chemicai com- 
panies should lead in the vanguard 
of earnings' achievement when gen- 
eral business improves.

PRESIDENT AND SENATE 


The senate is not only satisfied with 


its designation as a most 
dignified 


legislative body and quick to guard 
its prerogatives but takes serious um- 
brage at any aspersion upon it or any- 
thing which it construes as an asper- 
sion. It worked itself into a plethoric 
rage at the statement issued by Presi- 
dent Hoover the other day although 
the president was entirely within his 
rights in its issuance and the facts he 
gave are supported by the record. The 
only language used that might be con- 
strued as an attack upon this dignified 
body was the statement that many of 
the appropriation bills already intro- 
duced were not only ill-considered but 
indicated that those who introduced 
them "are playing politics at the ex- 
pense of human misery." 


The facts which support the presi- 


dent's attack upon the ill-advised pro- 
posals are that measures appropriating 
cl6se to five billions were introduced 
in the first ten days of this session, 
hardly before congress had gotten un- 
der way, a sum of money more than 
twice the ordinary annual expenditures 
of the government, and this only for 
"extras.'" By actual count there were 
58 of these measures and if the people 
read them, as the president has, they 
will be astonished at the restraint Mr. 
Hoover employed in his choice of lan- 
guage. Here are a few samples: Sen- 
ator Shipstead of Minnesota, to appro- 
priate $500,000,000 in addition to the 
amounts already authorized in the mat- 
ter of river and harbor improvements, 
although there are no plans, no specifi-* 
cations worked out for these improve- 
ments and nothing really could be done 
with this money but to throw it "in the 
rivers and harbors;" Senator Capper 
of Kansas, providing the United States 
shall bSar one-half the cost of con- 
struction of any new toll bridge on 
public highways at an estimated ex- 
pense of $50,000,000, so he who is 
thinking of putting up a new toll 
bridge will get a good start here; Sen- 
ator Jones of Washington wants $1,- 
000,000 for the farmers of his state who 
had crop failures; Senator Walsh of 
Massachusetts wants $100,000,000 to 
be given to the states and cities for re- 
lief expenditures, as though the states 
and the cities were high, dry and bank- 
rupt, and the federal government had 
all the country's supply of cash; Sen- 
ator Robinson of Arkansas wants $60,- 
000,000 for the relief of farmers who 
suffered from drought; Senator Capper 


1 of Kansas wants the 40,000,000 bush- 


els of wheat bought by the Federal 
farm board to be given away so it 
won't be on the market, though it cost 
$30,000,000; Senator Trammell wants 
$10,000,666 given the Florida citrus 
growers because their crops were hurt 
by the Mediterranean fruit fly; Con- 
gressman Fuller of Arkansas wants to 
get $5,000,000 for that state to help 
out its rural roads; Congressman 
Arentz of Nevada wants $150,000,000 
to help farmers whose plans did not 
materialize In the drainage and irriga- 
tion districts of the southwest; Con- 
gressman Almon of Alabama wants 
£10,000,000 for relief of farmers who 
were in storm-stricken areas; Con- 
gressman Selvig of Minnesota, an ex- 
tremely modest gentleman, wants 
$100,000 special relief for farmers in 
Minnesota whose crops didn't pan out 
very well; to all of which may be add- 
ed many other measures, some of 
which of course are constructive but 
most of which are not only ill-advised 
but would very certainly result in com- 
plete wastage oi the money appropri- 
ated, a large national debt and no ac- 
complishment. We wonder why appro- 
priations shouldn't be made for the dis- 
trict hereabouts where many farmers' 
buildings were blown down by heavy 
storms, for the sleet damage that was 
done two or three years ago, for those 
who failed to renew insurance just be- 
fore a fire, for anyone who has fallen 
and broken a leg or any other sort of 
misfortune. It may be doubted wheth- 
er those who introduced these mea- 
ttires had faith in them or the propriety 
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of the government acting favorabty up- 
on them. One is rather forced to the 
conclusion that the creators of these 
bills either had the childish idea that 
the treasury was full of gold, the doors 
wide open and congressional duty lay 
in stuffing pockets all around, or as 
indicated from the president's state- 
ment, were merely trying to pretend 
to their people how generous they 
wanted to be with them. 


The senate should not be so touchy. 


When one considers the beratings the 
president, and all past presidents, have 
suffered in silence at the hands of this 
body its present protest comes with 
poor grace. Perhaps presidents play 
politics now and then but it has been 
the good fortune of this country that 
they have seldom if ever done so in 
serious times or to the point of sacri- 
ficing their country's welfare. 


When the people consider that the 


purpose of our national government 
has little to do directly with financing 
relief work and that the various state 
governments, closer to the situation 
and therefore more likely to form 
sound judgments as to what to do are 
in a position to carry out the respective 
burdens of government in regard to 
relieving human distress, that the 
smaller we get the department of gov- 
ernment that has to do with this prob- 
lem the more likely will we get down 
to truth, find out those who really need 
assistance and see that they get it, they 
will the more clearly understand the 
president's criticisfn. 


Men are made b}r the stress of storm 


and the heat of conflict. The wild and 
irresponsible action of so many mem- 
bers of congress may be the means of 
giving the country a correct picture 
of the real character of its president. 
In the controversy so far those who 
have attacked him are the losers and 
the president th6 gainer simply be- 
cause his statement that many "are 
playing politics at the expense of hu- 
man misery" is true. 


SELECTING COLLEGE STU- 


DENTS 


An interesting and commendable 


phase of our American universities and 
colleges is the increasing attention be- 
ing given to the processes of selecting 
prospective students seeking enroll- 
ment. 


The past fifteen years have shcn\n 


a marked increase in the number of 
students desiring a college education. 
Particularly in our state universities 
has the number of students matricu- 
lating shown a great increase. These 
universities, by reason of their public 
character, have been inclined to liber- 
ality in accepting students who were 
not qualified or fitted to carry on the 
work of a higher education, although 
apparently having the foundation of a 
suitable preparatory training. 
Many 


students enter college just because it 
is being done and their parents can 
afford to send therd. Others approach 
their higher education with over-em- 
phasis on social life, college spirit or 
athletics. And then there are many 
maladjusted students who begin their 
college work without sympathy and 
out of gear with their natural inclin- 
ations. 


It is possible to set up standards 


which will determine, before a student 
is permitted to enroll, as to just what 
is his mental attitude, his disposition 
towards the work which he expects to 
do. A university is a place of serious 
study, where the students learn in- 
stead of being taught. 


Dr. Alexander S. Ruthven, president 


of the University of Michigan, recently 
stated that the university is seriously 
engaged in studies aimed to improve 
the methods of selecting students. In 
his opinion, not higher scholastic re- 
quirements, but improved methods of 
selection are needed, methods which 
will disclose before enrollment a more 
accurate measure of the actual quali- 
fications of the applicant. "The kind- 
est, as well as the most efficient meth- 
od of admitting students, is to take 
those fully qualified, to the best of our 
knowledge, to carry on college work 
of the grade which will make of heal- 
thy, honest, intelligent, ambitious, mor- 
al boys and girls, citizens of the type 
required by an efficient democracy." 


Unquestionably a real constructive 


work can be done along this line which 
not only will save the university con- 
siderable wasted effort but also pre- 
vent the humiliation and embarrass- 
ment to those who are forced to leave 
college during the course of their first 
year and because they never should 
have been admitted.

On Dec. 13, 1862, the Confederates, under Lee,

Civil War when they defeated Burnside's 


Union army at Fredericksbufg.

RECRUITING THE PHAGOCl'TIC 


FORCES. 


Dr. Burr Ferguson, Birmingham, 


Ala., formerly stationed at 
South- 


.mpton, England, as an, officer of 
he United' Slates public health ser- 
vice, observed 31 cases of trachoma 
among Poles and Russians who were 
letained by the immigration authori- 
iea because of this infection. These 
patients were treated by medical of- 
icefs of the English health service, 
ach patient receiving from 12 to 35 
njections of sahcylate of mercury. 
Twenty-five 
of the- trachoma pa- 


ients were cured and are now resi- 
dents of the United States and Can- 
ada, having passed the medical in- 
ipection at New Tork or Montreal. 
Dr. Ferguson explains these cures 


>y pointing out that the effect of the 
njections of the mercury salicylate 
s to increase the number of white 
blood curpuscles or phagocytes. He 
reports, in Bis interesting eoritfibu- 
lon to the New York Medical Journal 
and Eecdrd, that tfie same rerSiedy, 
rdercury salicylate, is an excelleri-t 


for cases of recurring boils, for 


he same reason namely, that it_re- 
iruits the patient's army of defease, 
his white blood corpuscles, which 
are so, active in re'pulsing Invasion. 


Along with the weekly injections of 


mercury salicylate, the usual local 
reatment of rolling the lids and ap- 
plications of copper sulphate, and 1 
>er cent solution of perchloride^pf< 
mercury (bichloride of mercury), has 
jeen used. It has proved best to give 
he mercury salicylate injections not 
oftener than once a week, and usual- 
y for not longer than six or eight 
weeks, for the rise in the white cell 
count is diminished with each suc- 
cessive dose and becomes negligible 
after sis or eight weeks; and with 
I the improvement in the condition 
of the eyes. 
The same treatment, mercury sali- 


cylate injections, has given remark- 
ably good results in many cases of 
bronchietasis, arthritis, middle ear 
disease, and pyelitis, according to 
Dr. Ferguson. 


Indeed the doctor is so impressed 


by this phagocytosis induced by the 
mercury salicylate m3ections that ha 
advocates a dose in the routine prep- 
aration of patients for operation, as 
the effect will be at its maximum 48 
hours later when stitch abscess or 
other complicating infections are 
most likely to develop.

terior and Post Office and Treasury 
departments 
appropriation 
bills, 


which contain "Wisconsin items, as 
these funds •would have been appro- 
priated for Wisconsin if there had 
"never been a depression. 


Out of the drought and storm re- 


lief Wisconsin gets nothing-. 


Out of the $110,000,000 additional 


appropriated for public works, Wis- 
consin can borrow §1,992,410 for road 
building, and use it instead of state 
funds to match other federal-aid road 
iunds. These funds can be used only 
on the regular 7 per cent federal 
highway system in the 
state, and 


not be obtained under existing law. 
If the state borrows the money, it 
will have to pay it back beginning 
In 1933 and continuing 
for 
five 


years, deducting the loan from the 
amount it would receive in those 
years for highway construction.

Just before it 
Major General John V. Clmnin, pres- 
ident of the National Boxing Asso- 
ciation, and chairman of the Illinois 
State Athletic commission, announc- 
ed he had recommended that the X.

The main interest cen 
ters in the stock of which there is 
only one class, of $100 par value 
and outstanding to the amount o 
1,235,330 shares. This stock pays ?S 
in cash dividends annually and sells 
normally to give small return i 
only this cash dividend is taken into 
account. 


In 1929 the price on the New 


York Exchange ranged between a 
low of 151 where the yield on this 
basis was 5.30 per cent to a high 
of 385 where similarly it was 2.08 
per cent. This dividend is not cov 
ered by a large margin in earn 
ings. In 1929 net available for the 
stock was 511.16 a share against the 
?8 requirement. In the 12 months 
ending September 30th last net was 
$9.05 a shares but on a larger num- 
ber of shares. 


If this were all ths story it would 


be hard to justify the quotation but 
there is the matter of the rights psr- 
iodically offered to shareholders to 
furnish new capital to be considered 
In the five years between 1925 and 
1926 
inclusive rights to subscribe to 


new stock were offered four times. 
If these rights were sold in the open 
market at the low, their value added 
to the cash dividend and capitaliz- 
ed at 6 per cent would have given 
a price of $235 a share for Detroit 
Edison. In other words, an investor 
who bought the stock January 2, 
1925, 
could have paid §235 and had 


6 per cent on his money ever since, 
supposing he sold the rights as receiv- 
ed. It will be observed, however, 
that this result is reached by in- 
cluding the years 1928 and 1929, a 
period of rising prices in stocks, 
particularly public utilities 
which 


gave to the rights a higher market 
value than they would have had 
in a market such as has existed this 
year. 


Any forecast of the future must 


give due weight to the possibility 
not only that the rate of -growth 
of Detroit Edison may slow up but 
that the market price of the stock 
fluctuating as it does over so wide 
a range may make the rights less 
valuable than they have b°en. There 
is no way of accurately estimating 
the importance of this factor. All 
that can be said is that investment 
in ths stock has ;a tha past been 
profitable even when a higher price 
has boen paid for it than the return 
at the cash dividend or even on the 
price earnings
